ALBANY, March 28.—Republican State!

Copies of the report were placed on the 
desks of the newspaper correspondents 
at the Capitol yesterday, with a release 
order showing that it was to be submit- 
ted to the Senate at its closing session 
te-morrow and would not be available 
for publication. until after il o'clock to- 
morrow forenoon. 

Qwing to a violation of the release or- 
der by one of the correspondents for The 
New York American, Chairman Howard 
R. Bayne of the Senatorial investigation 
committee was compelled to make his re- 
port to-day and authorize the publication 
of the report forthwith. Incidentally, the 
conduct of the newspaper was censured 
on the floor of the Senate. 

It. was through an alliance of the Re- 
publicari Senators and Tammany's Old 
Guard in the: upper hayse that the report 
was rejected in-the session to-night by a 
vote of 24 to 23, This action was pointed 
to as bearing out the ‘declaration that 
the bipartisan combine was still in per- 
fect working order. In the discussion 
which Jasted an hour or more the findings 
of the committee relating to Albany of- 
ficlals and State Chairman Barnes were 
practically ignored.

GIVES UP 10 POSSE 


Claude, Worn to Exhaustion, 
Throws Up Pistols When Seen 
in Mountain Thicket. 


TELLS OF COURT SHOOTING 


Fired Until He Emptied His. Re- 


volver, He Says—Glad for a 
Chance to Surrender. 


HILLSVILLE, Va., March 28,.--Starving, 
sleepless, and fatigued, Claude Swan- 
pon Allen, youngest of the Allen out- 
laws and namesake of one of “Virginia's 
United States’ Senators, came out. of the 
laurel thicket in the Blue Ridge to-day, 
@nd gave himself up to the posse which 
for nearly two weeks has hunted him. 

Complacent and almost happy, he sat 
to-night sheltered from a driving storm 
in the Httle brick jail, a stone's throw 
from the Carrol County Court House. 
where, on March 14, the Allen gang 
killed the .Judge, the Prosecutor, the 
Sheriff, @ juror, and a bystander. 

In the presence of a detective young 
Allen described his own part in. the Court 
House tragedy, admitted that he had seen 
Bidna Allen shoot, and that he himself 
had aimed for Dexter Goad's head four 
times. He told @ graphic story of the 
assassination. 

“I don't know who-started the shoot- 
ing,” said Allen. “ After\it began I shot 
four times at Goad; and I, aimed for his 
head every time. I saw Uncle Sidna shoot 
at somebody, but I didn't know who. 
When the shooting tn the Court House 
was over I went outside, and saw Uncle 
Sidna on the ground shooting at Goad, 
so I shot at him, too, My brother Victor 
called to me to atop, nut I had shot all 
my cartridges, Then we all went away.” 

All day the posse, divided into small 
numbers, had been ‘following a trail 
thought to be that of Wesley Bdwards, 
a nephew of the Allens. Claude Allen, 
the son of Floyd Alien, who was the 
cage of the Court House shooting, had 
been. given up as having escaped. De- 
tective Lucas and four men were working 
toward Floyd Allen's house when 25. yards 
or so off the Mount Airy road a figure

Of the 2,000,000 men be- 
sides the miners who have been thrown 
out of employment at least half do not 
belong. to any trade organization, and 
therefore receive no out-of-work benefit, 
and are thrown ‘entirely on the mercy of 
charitable institutions and private indi- 
viduals. 

In Southern Wales the distress is be- 
coming more terrible each day. In thou- 
sandg of homes there would be no fuel 
and no food but for the efforts of the 
relief committees which have|been formed. 
|. Prices everywhere, which were already 
far beyond what usually prosperous 
workers could afford, are still rising, and 
it is almost impossible even for those 
men who are \receiving out-of-work ben- 
efit to purchase the necessities of life. 

In, Cardiff charitable committees are 
now feeding 8,000 persons, and in New- 
port 4,000, while -at Barry, Port Talbo 
and Swansea, which are all industria 
centres, similar relief has been inati- 
tuted. Many of .the necessitous are per- 
sons, who. never before in their lives asked 
or required assistance. 

The worst famine spot in the. whole 
country is in the Potteries District, which 
corege aes the towns of Stoke-upon-Trent, 
Hanley, Longton, Bursiem, Tunstall, and 
Newcastle-under-Lyme. One of the doc- 
tors engaged in the work of relief in 
the Potteries district came across three 
persons dying of starvation. These = 
ple. are of a proud stock.

BELIEVED HE WAS TOO OLD} 


Tries to Leap Out of Window at the 
Hotel Grenoble—Staged Many

Max Freeman, actor and stage man- 
ager, known as the godfather of comic 
opera, was found dead“in his room in 
the Hotel Grenoble, Seventh Avenus' and 
Fifty-sixth Street, yesterday ‘morning, 
having killed himself either on Wednés- 
day night or early yesterday morning. 

Mr. Freeman had taken the fire rope 
In his room, and making) a noose about 
Lis neck, then swalloweda quantity, of 
laudanum. It was evidently his Ihten- 
tion to hang himself out of the window, 
and he had climbed upon the window sill, 
-but fell back into the room: The noose 
about his neck tightened and prevented 
his head from touching the floor: His 
legs dangled out of the window, and this 
led to the discovery.of his body. ‘ His legs 
Were seen by tenants in the Inverness 
Apartments, 204 West Fitty-seventh 
Street, the rear windows of which. face 
the court of the Grenoble. 

Manager O'Hare of the Grenoble was 
notified, and he sent Albert Berequest, a 
Porters up to Mr. Freeman’s room. Mr. 

"Hare said that the dead. man left/no 
letters, and that he had appeared to be 
in good health. 

Coroner Hellestein discovered a vial 
which had contained laudanum near the 
body. Mr. Freeman had apparently re- 
tired for the night, for he wore his pa- 
jamas. Among the dead manager's ef- 
fects the ‘Coroner found $2.10, a pawn 
ticket, and some manuscripts of plays.

He became prominent as stage man- 
ager of the old Madison Square Theatre | 
under Daniel Frohman’s management. He} 
Was succeeded by David Belasco, and/| 
went to the Casino. where he became a 
Stager of comic operas. From 10909 on 
Mr, Freeman was with A. H.- Woods. 
He staged “‘ The Girl from Rector's” and 
“The Girl in the Taxi.’ 

Mr. Freeman came to this country from 
Germany in 1871 as stage manager of the 
Germania Theatre in this city. Two years 
later he was in California playing as a 
member of the California Theatre Stock 
Company in San Fraricisco. 

His first appearance was as Kautchi- 
koff in the origtma! production of “ Fati- 
nitza”’ in English. His -next engagement 
wos as stage manager and comedian with 
the Baldwin Theatre there. His real suc- 
cesses were sccred with the Emily Mel- 
ville Dees Comjany. He staged Genée’s 
“Royal Middy” and Strauss’s “ Prince 
Methusalem,” and other light operas. 


Played in Divorcons in 1880. 


He came into prominence as an actor 


in this city in 1880, when Sardou’s “ Di- 
vorco1s"’ was put on by Henry BH. Abbey, 
and *+the Lingards, Alice and Horace, 
were with.Alma Stuart in the cast. Mr. 
Freeman played the part of the waiter 
in the third act, and his work brought 
him into public notice at once. 

He staged Bartley Campbell's ‘ Sibe- 
ria”’ when Georgia Cayvan and Gus 
Levick were in the cast. He put on 
Verne’s “ Michael Strogoff’’ and “ The 
Rajah.”” The latter was presented at 
the Madison Squaro Theatre, and Free- 
man played Craigen, the overseer. in 
1888 Offenbach’s “‘Orpheus and Bury- 
dice” was brought out at the. Bijou 
Theatre, and Freeman, besides playing 
Pluto, was the stage marager. Freeman 
staged -.“‘Erminie” and played the 
part of the Chevalier in the cast. It 
was he who put on “The Brigands,” | 
in which Lillian Russell made her first 
hit in comic opera. He also staged *‘ Held 
by the Enemy,” “ Castles in the Air,” 
“Isle of Champagne,” “The Fenci 
Master.”’ “‘ Nero,” The Grand Duchess,’ 
“Broadway to Tokio,” ‘‘ Hazel Kirke,” 

and *‘The Man in the Moon.” 

Mr. Freeman used to enjoy telling how~ 
he was one of the few men who had 
had the satisfaction-of reading their own 
obituary. In 1893, when he was ill with 
pneumonia, it was reported that he had 








died, and in many mewspapers his obit- 
uary was printed.

THE DUAL SUBWAY. 

The Assembly has passed the dual 
subway enabling act by twenty to one. 
The Governor has a right to be pleased 
that both houses so promptly respond- 
ed to his emergency messages, which 
Played a great -:part in a good work. 
Opinion in.the community at large will 
divide not very differently from the 
votes in the Legislature. The opinion 
is not unanimous in favor of the dual 
subway because there is a fraction of 
the city electorate which has a selfish 
interest in an expensively built and op- 
erated subway contrary to‘that of the 
city as a corporation, and because there 
is. still another fraction who believe, 
contrary to evidence: and experience, 
that @ public subway is better than any 
other. There is still another fraction

It is.a good work wherein everybody 
concerned is entitled to his share of the 
praise to be divided among so many. 
While specification is invidious, proba- 
bly nobody will dissent from the view 
that President McANrEny is entitled to 
most gratitude from his fellow-citizens 
He has nothing to regret either of 
unwise speech or thought or wabbling 
policy. It is hardly too much to say 
that but for him there never would 
have been any dual subway. Mayor 
GAYNOR and Controller PRENDERGAST

PUBLIC MEN AND NEWSPAPERS. 

In order to find out what public men 
think of newspapers, Coliier’s has made 
a “digest of the opinion” of fifteen 
who, it says; “are as well qualified to 
“judge of the efficiency and fairness 
“of newspapers as any similar numiber 
“of Americans.” Ten of these are 
Senators, seven from States west of 
Lake Michigan, and three from the 
South. One is ex-Speaker CANnwWON. 
The others are Mayor Garnor, Mr, H. 
L. Hracrnson of Boston, Mr. BRANDEIS, 
and ex-President Exror. It is a fairly 
representative little group, and if their 
opinions were carefully formed, candid, 
and clearly expressed, they should have 
a certain value. For lack of these 
qualities they have little. Both the 
favorable and the unfavorable—and the 
former exceed the latter—are too vague 
to give much guidance to the readers or 
the makers of newspapers. ‘Probably 
the symposiasts are not much to blame 
for this fact, as there is no sign that 
they were asked: for specific comment; 
most of the opinions read as if they 
were compiled*from chance utterances, 
given out with mo definite purpose and 
no sense of responsibility. 

The most obvious trait of the more 
severe denunciation is a blend of moral 
cowardice with a certain itching for 
sensationalism—the very faults laid at 
the door of the newspapers. Mr. BRAN- 
pers, for instance, says that Boston 
newspapers would not publish facts as 
to the “ corruption of the special inter- 
ests” in that city, “ because of their 
“connection with the special interests 
“which controlled them.’"’ He does not 
say what newspapers he refers to or 
what interests or what facts.- He con- 
tents himself with stating as a fact 
what is his inference, and with charg- 
ing the worst of motives without any 
evidence, without giving any chance to 
examine the grounds of his assertion. 
Undoubtedly he knows what legal re- 
sponsibility ‘would be incurred by an 
adequate, manly statement, but, apart 
from that, he-shirks the responsibility 
which an honorable ahd courageous 
man would naturally feel in accusing 
fellow-citizens of gross and discredit- 
able misconduct. 

Dr. Huior.ought not,’perhaps, to be 
held to quite go strict an accountabilfty. 
He is in “a situation of greater free- 
dom and less responsibility "—to bor- 
row @ phrase from Mr. Grapsronn— 
than the lawyer. He has spent a long 
and useful life as a teacher, mostly of 
young men, an occupation not without 
perilous tendencies toward sophistica- 
tion and demoralization. But, as re- 
ported in Collier’s, he passes beyond the 
limit of fair tolerance, For instance, 


.|\he wishes to sustain thé charge that 


“the newspaper profession is not free,” 
and here is the way. he takes: 


Harvard men in journalism, editors 
- and others, have often told me that they. 
are not free, that their opinions are 
largely controlled’ by the -counting 
house. One instance was the refusal 
of the Boston press to publish a court 
verdict against a manufacturer of an 
adulterated article—that manufacturer 
being an advertiser in the newspapers. 
A reporter on one of the most respecta- 
ble of these papers attempted to get 
the story in. He failed, but soon after- 
ward the’ newspaper published a large 
advertisement by.the condemned manu- 
facturer. Patent-medicine proprietors 
still control the opinions of many news- 
papers on all subjects which could pos- 
sibly affect the patent-medicing bagi 
ness.

THE BRITISH COAL , 
The British-coal strike would be 
4 practically over now if<it were not 
for the determination of the well-paid 
leaders of the strikers. to keep the 
fires of opposition burning as long as. 
possible. | Throughout the English mid- 
lands the miners were. anxious to re- 
turn to work. before the acceptance 
by the Liberal Government of the min- 
imum wage principle, a further plunge 
into socialism which, sooner or later, 
will involve the country in worse in- 
dustrial disturbances than it has’ yet 
experiencea.- Even in, Scotland’ and 
North Wales the miners are disposed 
to accept the Minimum Wage bill as 
a substantial victory for organized 
labor, or syndicalism, it wadoubtedly 
is, and returfn peacefully to work pend- 
ing the action of the local wage boards 
and committees. So far as the bulk 
of the men are concerned the vote on 
resumption of work is merely a mat- 
ter of form, and within a week it is 
likely that nearly all the mines will be 
in operation. 

Hiven at the price paid for it this 
result must be accounted welcome, for 
starvation has threatened. the unem- 
ployed. It is perfectly fair to assume 
that the gravity of the situation has 
been somewhat exaggerated, as the 
striking miners have not been penniless, 
but many other trades have been badly 
affected. The Miners’ Federation has 
won a great victory, but a check must 
be given before long to the growth 
of socialism in Great Britain. The 
silence of Mr. Liorp-Gsores continues 
to be eloquent. There is no doubt that 
he, and not the Premier, however, 
will suffer most in repute as the evil 
effects of the new. system manifest 
themselves. A return of the Conserva- 
tives and Liberal Unionists to power 
in case of an early dissolution now 
seems inevitable.

400,000 WIRELESS AMATEURS. 


To Discourage Their Work .Would 
Check Progress In the Art. 


To the Hditor 0; The New York Times: 

note your timely article on. ‘The Wireless 
Control Bill." While you havé taken your 
stand very ;well, as far as the commercial 4n- 
terests go, I would like to give the views of 
the wireless experimenters and amateurs whom 
I have represented for the it six years, 

Although it is. not © generally known, there 
are to-day close to 460,000 wireless experi- 
menters and amateurs in the United. .States 
ajone. The Wirsless Association of America 
to-day numbers 16,189 mémbers, and there are 
now 122 wireless clubs and subsidiary wire- 
less associations scattered from coast to coast.

rent a United States Government boat out 
on a fool's errand, On the other hand, the 
amateur has done a great déal of good by 
taking up distress calls, and it should be. un- 
dérstood that good work has frequently been 
done in the past by amateurs receiving and 

tting such calls where they would. prob- 
ably not have been recelved by the few com- 
mercial and Government stations, Further- 
more, @ great many amateurs, while not nec- 
essarily schoolboys, have ‘done much to fur- 
ther the art in genera], and many petents 
have been taken out during the last three 
years by such students interested: in wireless. 

The interests. which would like to see the 
Alexander bill passed have evidently not looked 
very much ihto the future. On account of the 
vast distances in this country, radio-telegraphic 
and rad{io-telephonic intercommunication will 
positively find a distinct usefulness,» greater 
without doubt than that of the present tele- 
phone. An immense usefulness @lone will be 
found in radio-telephonic stations between 
moving vehicles and, fixed posts, 

There is‘a featute in wireless which perhaps 
is not appreciated, It has been fecdgnized thst, 
Lon account of the great interest which a young 
fman finds in the study of wireless, this new 
art’ does much’ toward keeping him.at home, 
where other” diversions usualy, sooner or 
later, lead him to questionable’ resorts; and 
for this reason well informed parehts are only 
too willing to allow their sons to become in- 
terested in wireless. If it: were only for this 
reason, it would bs worth while not to curb 
enthusiasms for the new art. ‘The public fully 
shares this view, which has been proved time 
and again: H. GERNSBACK.

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OLD HIPPOCRATES OUSTED. 


No Longer “Father of Medicine,” 
According to Egyptian Translation. 


CHICAGO, March 28.—Dr. Carl H. yon 
Klein, a North Side physician, after twen- 
ty years’ study and an outlay of $50,000, 
has completed the translation ‘of the 
“Papyrus Ebers,” an Egyptian medical 
work 7,000 years old. 

The papyras was revealed in 1872 by 
George Ebers, who with the aid of Lud- 
wig Stern and sdme Egyptologists, pub- 
lished the fact that Hippocrates of Cos 
who had been known as the ‘“‘ Father of 
Medicine,” no longer possessed that title. 
The date of the papyrus was so remote 
as to place Hippocrates in the ranks of 
modern physicians. 

“The Egyptian physicians Borne the 
most learned in all the world,"’ said Dr. 
von Klein to-day. “ The Slab batinad 
in the papyrus are beautiful. They cover 
all diseases. Even appendicitis, which 
we considered a new . a few years 
ago, is described.”

LINOLEUM BUSINESS HURT. | 


English Strike Cuts Off Supply of 
Burlap from Dundee Mills. 


Domestic manufacturers of linoleums 
and floor oilcloths are elated over the re- 
port from London that prospects for an 
early settlement of the English coal strike 
have materially improved. The closing of 
the great burlap mills in Dundee because 
of the strike has already had a serious 
effect on the manufacture of linoleums 
and oficioths in this country, and a pro- 
longed shutdown will, it is said, be ex- 
tremely detrimental to the industry. 

Discussing the situation yesterday a 
prominent manufacturer said: 

“Some mills have already shut down, 
and while our own will be forced to’ close 
in the near future, for the present we are 
only curtailing our production. As with 
every other manufacturer, our supply of 
burlap is low, and we have stopped taking 
orders on all lines that are not in heavy 
demand. Burlap is the foundation of all 
linoleum, and when our present .stock is 
exhausted we will be absolutely help- 


ess. 

“We have stopped making concessions 
to move stock, and at the opening of Fall 
business in May, it is not improbable that 
@ general advance in prices will be de- 
clared. <All the mills are in the same 
position, and if we are forced to shut 
down for any length of time by a pro- 
longation of the English strike, prices 
will doubtless advance sha) iy. 

**Only a certain quality of burlap can 
be u in the manufacture of linoleum, 
and because “we manufacturers have 
found the product of the Dundee. mills 
satisfactory, it would be hard for any 
domestic burlap maker to get his goods 
into our mills.” 


WOOLS FOR CARPETS SCARCE. 


Disturbances In China and-Infproved 
Methods In Russia Causes. 


Prices of carpetings and rugs are due 
to advance with the opening of Fall busi- 
ness in May, according to a statement 
made yesterday by a. recognized trade 
authority. The present scarcity of de- 
Sirable carpet wools in the markets of 
the world, and the resultant high cost to 
American manufacturers, is given as the 
reason for the advance, 

China wools, which are used to a con- 
siderable extent for filling purposes, are 
said to be scarce because of the interior 
disturbances of the last few months. 
Shipments from Tien-tsin are dually 
decreasing, and cable advices state that 
receipts from the interior in that market 
are considerably Hghter than those of a 
year ago. 

Russian wools received in’ the. local mar- 
ket are also bringing higher prices than 
. The adoption of scientific 
growing metho weror produce a 
ye wool more suitable for the 
manufacture of clothing than for carpets 
is said to be the cause of the advanced 
cost of Russi&a wools.

The open- 
ing in. some cases showed sharp over- 
night advances which, ‘however, did not 
hold when the market was called upon 
to absorb a good deal of long stocks. At 
times the market looked weak, but when 
later it turned upward again it rose -with 
sufficient vigor to encéurage recent buy- 
ers if, indeed, not -to discourage ‘the 
rather large body of traders who within 
the last day or two have been seeking 
@ point of vantage frbm which fo profit 
by the reaction which the recent sharp 
advance im prices seemed to invite, but 
which so far has not assumed any sub- 
stantial proportions except in the case of 
a very few-stocks.

Several other important systems report- 
ed for February yesterday, but their 
showing was by ho means uniform. . In 
most cases increases in gross were shown, 
but whereas Rock Island, for instance, 
Saved a-good part of its gross increase, the 
additions to expense in the case of the 
Chicago & Northwestern and the Erie 
amounted to mdére than the increase in 
operating ‘revenue. These returns as @ 
whole indicate some growth in the busi- 
ness during the period covered by these 
statements, but reflect at the same time 
the somewhat heavy burden of operating 
expenses under which the railroads have 
been resting. 

“With the approach of April 1 the time 
money market is showing a slightly easier 
tone, indicating that preparations for 
the disbursements to be made on that 
date have been carried sufficiently far 
to. make lenders disposed to make loans 
with a little more freedom. This is in 
keeping, moreover, with the expectation 
of easier conditions. on the other side 
when the quarterly adjustments have been 
made.

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The Southern Pacific’s Claim. . 
The Government is always a good col- 
wel sacter: but sometimes a poor payer, as 
the Southern Pacific has found. ~ For more 
than five years. the railroad company

to ruin the fertile Imperial Valley’ {n° the 
latter part of 1906. In the latest report 
this item was put among the contingent 
assets, and amounted, with interest, to 
$4,040,000. Various attempts have been 
made to collect from the Govefnment for 
its share of the expense of repairing the 
damage, and Representative Smith of Cal- 
ifornia has just introduced a bill in the 
House appropriating $1,830,000 for this 
purpose. The first break in the river’s 
banks occurred in the Spring of 1905, 
and resulted tn the creation of a lake 
forty-five miles long and fifteen miles 
wide in the Salton Sink After several 
faflures this opening was repaired by the 


second break in the levee called for emer- 
gency measures, and the President of 
the United States authorized the South- 
ern Pacific to repair the damage, prom- 
ising that provision for an equitable dis- 
tribution of the burden would be made 
by Congress. The raflroad spent $8,152,000 
in this work, of which $1,663,000 was 
expended as requested by the President.

Industrial Collateral. 

The recent rise in industrial stocks 
which proceeded at a more rapid pace 
than the advance in the railroad issues 
has been accompanied by suggestions that 
lenders of money were favoring the in- 
dustrial sharés as collateral for loans.

It is suggested, how- 
ever, that one very important trust com- 
pany will increase its capital a little later 
on, and it would not surprise those who 
have been following: trust company af- 
fairs closely if this. capital increase 
should prove to be partly for the purpose 
of absorbing another institution, although 
in the main its purpose would be to bring 
the capital stock of this institution-up to 
an amount more in proportion with the 
very. large volume of the institution’s de- 
posits.
